Free State Trade. 


Some very illuminating figures are con- 
tained in the little volume of “ Trade and 
Shipping Statistics,"’ which has just been 
published by the Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce. The figures cover the first 
six months of the present year, and reveal 
rather surprising facts in regard to Free 
State trade. Of course, figures can be 
used to prove almost anything. Neverthe- 
less, they are all-important in matters of 
trade, and the Ministry’s digest deserves 
the most careful study. The Free State’s 
imports during the period under review 
amounted to a total sum of £33,478,305. 
while the exports for the same period were 
only £21,877,493. The balance against the 
Free State, therefore, was ‘more than 
£11,000,000, or thirty-three and a third 
per cent. This loss would be extremely 
serious if it had no compensations ; for it 
would mean simply that aftér a certain 
length of time the Free State would be 
pauperised, “The existence of “invisible” 
imports and exports, however, must be 
taken into consideration, and, while un- 
doubtedly the Free State spends huge 
sums annually in insurance and shipping 
charges, most of which finds its way across 
the Channel, the investments of Free State 
citizens in British and other securities 
yields an income to this country which 
is more than sufficient to make up for the 
yearly deficit in trade. Yet the mere fact 
than we are buying more than we are sell- 
ing is disquieting. It proves that some- 
thing is wrong. A young State cannot 
afford to live on its capital, and it is 
almost as important to balance trade 
returns as it is to balance the national 
Budget. The country needs a vigorous 
and well-directed economic policy. Almost 
every branch of the national economy re- 
quires reform, and until the matter is 
treated in a scientific way very little real 
progress can be expected. 

For all practical purposes the Free 
State has only one market. Britain her- 
self provides 71 per cent. of our gross im- 
ports, while the British Empire’s con- 
tribution is 85 per cent. The export figures 
are even more remarkable. Britain takes 
84 per cent. of our total output, of which 
no less than 98 per cent. goes to the British 
Empire. All our foreign markets are 
negligible in comparison. During the six 
months in question we bought £369,561 
worth of German goods, ranging from pigs’ 
heads to wire nails, whereas our exports 
to the Fatherland, to the value of £12,672, 
consisted in yeast, ficeces, scrap iron, 
feathers, and» “other articles” The 
United States was a better customer. She 
sent us goods worth one. and three-quarter 
millions, taking from us produce to the 
value of, roughly, £98,000. French im- 
ports amounted to £210,000 and exports to 
£8,500, while from Czecho-Slovakia, 
Algeria, Russia, Latvia and Rumania we 
imported goods to the value of £760,000 
without sending them a halfpenny’s worth 
in return. Our exports to Portugal came 
to £23, or less than £1 per week; to the 
Argentine they reached £3,126, as against 
imports of £564,614. The Free State has 
virtually mo. real trade with these 
countries, for trade cannot flourish if it 
is lop-sided. What is the use of appoint- 
ing trade agents in the remotest corners

First and foremost, agriculture ma

basis, There is plenty of room for ex- 
pansion in every branch of this great in- 
dustry. At present we are exporting cattle 
and other live stock to the value of nearly 
£18,000,000 a year. The egg trade was 
nearly £2,000,000 for the six months, ang 
the butter trade was £1,124,743. In this 
connection it is of interest to note that the 
Free Sate imported £532,810 worth of 
butter during the same period, while its 
import of eggs reached £25,996. Our trade 
experts ought to concentrate on these three 
great igems. Beer and ale, which are 
among the most important exports of the 
Free State, can look after themselves. 
Mr. P. J. Hogan’s legislative measures are 
likely to stimulate the egg and butter 
trade considerably, but finally legislation 
can do very little unless the people them- 
selves are prepared to back it up with 
enthusiasm and enterprise. There is no 
good reason why Irish butter and Irish 
eggs should not regain the fine reputation 
which they held in the British market 
before the war. Their quality, un- 
doubtedly, has depreciated, and the Danes, 
the Dutch and the Swiss have captured 
some of our former customers; but if the 
energies which are being directed at. 
present towards trivial ends can be turned 
into really useful channels; we are con- 
vinced that within a very few years the 
Free State trade balance will turn strongly 
The British market must 
be cultivated. It is a gold mine for the 
Irish people. ‘The suggestion that an ex- 
tension of our trade with Britain would in- 
volve economic bondage is sheer nonsense. 
Any nation with a favourable trade balance 
can be independent, and the more the 
Free State sells to Britain the more inde- 
pendent it will become, It is obvious 
from the official figures that something 
must be done soon. The prospect of a bad 
harvest this year increases the need for an 
intelligent policy.

Fascism and its Future. 


It might be said that Fascism has every- 
thing in common with Bolshevism except 
its aims. Both of these strange political 
experiments sprang from similar causes— 
the economic crisis caused by the war, the 
weakness of democracy and the tolerance 
for violent methods which these anarchic 
years have produced. The Bolsheviks 
assailed democracy in order to establish 
Socialism ; the Fascisti in order to compel 
a Conservative solution of the problem. 
The aims of Fascism were excellent, but 
good causes have been ruined before by 
the use of wrong methods, and the adop- | 
tion of the Bolshevist methods of violence 
and class domination may, in the upshot, 
frustrate even the best intentions of the 
“Black Shirts.” Reports from Italy go 
to show that Fascism is nearing the crisis 
of its fortunes. Shaken in prestige by the 
Matteotti scandal, Signor Mussolini’s 
party has cast about for an alliance with 
other groups; but the Liberal leaders have 
shown themselves unwilling to assist the 
Prime Minister while dual government 
continues. At present the Prime Minister 
is not merely head of the constitutional 
Government, but also duce of a revolu- 
tionary force which tolerates, but claims 
the power to control, or even to suppress, 
that Government. Signor Mussolini must 
abdicate as a revolutionary if he is to suc- 
ceed as a constitutionalist. Proposals 
have begun to be made for a new 
“Ttalian League,” or patriotic party, to 
supersede Fascism, and the world watches 
with interest the development of a situa- 
tion laden with significance. The future 
of democracy is at stake. Fascism was a 
desperate remedy for a desperate disease. 
It saved Italy—at least, for the time 
being—from dissolving in communism and 
anarchy. Can democracy assert itself 
anew and take command of a purged and 
regenerate Italy; or will Signor Musso- 
lini’s revolution prove merely to have held 
back disaster for an interval? 

Geographical and historical circumstances 
account largely for the lapse from con- 
stitutional methods in Italy. Italian 
democracy is a young institution and 
its fault is youthful rashness rather 
than decadence. Only half a century 
has passed since Italy became a unified 
kingdom, and only since the war has the 
Italian nation brought the whole of its 
historic territory within its borders; so 
that it would be hardly exaggerative to 
describe the Fascist coup d'état as a back- 


Kingdom of Italy has peculiar difficulties 
with which to grapple. A population of 
forty millions—virile, cultivated, aspiring— 
has to find sustenance in a comparatively 
small land which cannot be self-supporting 
as to food, and lacks coal and iron, It is 
not unnatural that in such a nation, so 
circumstanced, there should be motions of 
unrest and stirrings of violence such as 
seldom occur in an ancient and settled 
State. “ We must make Italy great’’ was 
the cry of Fascism. A great and dis- 
tinguished future may be before the 
resurgent people of Italy, but a more 
sober policy than Fascism will be needed 
to lead it aright. It does not inspire 
confidence in Signor Mussolini’s Conser- 
vatism to know that before the war he was 
a vehement leader of Socialism and that 
Fascism itself originated in Socialism, 
turning against the Communists only 
when the officers who were the strength 
of the movement asserted their patriotic 
influence. The leader himself, launched 
on a revolution, found that Italy would 
respond best to a policy of loyalty to the 
ancient symbols, and became converted io 
a sort of militant Toryism. Only by a 
return to constitutional methods and the 
rise of steadier leaders, perhaps, can the 
Conservative policy of the later Fascism 
take root and become truly fruitiyl to the 
nation. ve

Ruined Records. 


Recent researches into old Parliamen- 
tary records in London have revealed a 
sad state of affairs. Documents of price- 
less historical value have been destroyed 
by rats and mice, and have suffered great 
deterioration from damp. A committee has 
been appointed to investigate and to decide 
what steps can be taken to repair the 
damage that has been caused, and to 
ensure that better arrangements are made 
in the future. It is deplorable that the 
records of the Mother of Parliaments 
should be lost to posterity through such 
carelessness. The growth of the British 
Parliamentary system is the most sacred 
chapter in the nation’s history which 
ought to be preserved for those who come 
after, and it is only in its records that. it 
can escape from the fate of oblivion. The 
alleged discovery in Italy of the 
books of Livy which previously had 
been lost excited widespread interest. 
Future generations will regard historical 
documents dealing with the growth of the 
British Constitution in much the same 
light. If the dead voices of illustrious 
men are accorded no better fate than to 
provide food for rats, it will be hard to 
estimate the loss. A well-known English 
writer has prophesied the decline of the 
City of London within the space of half a 
century. At least, it is permissible to 
hope that its past will not be obliterated. 
The charge often has been brought against 
modern civilisation that it does not build 
for posterity and that in passing it will 
leave behind no relics comparable to those 
which survive from ancient times. The 
failure to take adequate care of the most 
valuable documents which the British 
nation possesses gives colour to the charge.

There was a considerable gathering of 
the public when Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
left Victoria this morning on his way to 
Geneva. The Prime Minister, who looked 
very well, took little notice of the gather- 
ing on his arrival, but passed at once 
into the saloon carriage set apart for him 
and began to read and sign official docu- 
ments which had been brought for the 
purpose. The crowd gathered outside the 
carriage watched this novel spectacle of a 
Prime Minister at work with interest, as 
it did the interview which he gave to some 
newspaper representatives before the train 
started. To the general surprise the only 
Minister accompanying him to the station 
was Lord Thompson, the Minister for 
Air. Mr. Snowden and other prominent 
Ministers, who could have been present, 
were conspicuous by their absence. In 
reply to a question whether Lord Thomp- 
son was to go to Geneva with him, Mr, 
Macdonald laughingly replied that he was 
leaving Lord Thompson to take care of the 
air in his absence or there might be bombs 
falling upon London. 

In response to a request as to his views . 
on the Assembly of the League of Nations, 
Mr. Macdonald said that he was setting 
out inspired with hope, and looking for- 
ward to meeting M. Herriot and other 
friends with whom he had been working 
in London. He anticipated a very busy, 
but, he trusted, a fruitful, three days’ 
work. He seemed to be rather doubtiul 
regarding the prospects of disarmament, 
and laid stress on the use of the term 
“security,” remarking that it might mean 
so many different things to different 
people. The security of a nation is not 
always or necessarily threatened only from 
the outside, he said ; for he knew nations 
whose internal policy threatens their own 
security which does not depend upon, and 
is not threatened by the evilness of their 
neighbours. He considered arbitration the 
surest method to employ in present 
circumstances, adding “that if you build 
upon a false foundation, however, in ten 
vears time you will have people arming to 
the teeth as the only means of keeping 
the peace.” It will, probably, be found 
that when Mr. Macdonald addresses the 
Assembly that arbitration will prove to be 
his text.

much discussed in political circles, for the 
ex-Lord Chancellor is one of the most even- 
minded of men, and never is inclined to 
indulge in rhetoric for the sake of effect.

After quoting some 
authorities Lord Cave remarks that Mr. 
Lloyd George recognised the necessary 
principle when he wrote to Mr. de Valera 
in July, 1921, that any settlement arrived 
at “must allow for full recognition of the 
existing powers and privileges of the 
Parliament and Government of Northern 
Ireland which cannot be abrogated except 
by their own consent.’ The letter of Lord 
Cave is an interesting addition to all that 
has been said and written on the question, 
but it rather more emphasises the need 
for a peaceful settlement than strengthens 
any other point. 


The Trade Union Congress. 


The Trade Union Congress at Hull to- 
day must have enjoyed itself considerably, 
for Russia when under discussion, as 
usual brought about an uproar. The 
“Reds’’ of the Congress gre anxious to 
commit it to a participation in an Inter- 
national which will include delegates from 
the. Soviet Government, but the old- 
fashioned trade unionists strongly object 
to any such procedure. It was soon 
apparent that the old trade unionists 
strongly resent the language used con- 
cerning them by the Bolsheviks, and Mr. 
Will Thorne was moved to exclaim, “ We 
may be old, but we can and will defend 
ourselves, thank God.” This expression 
by one of the stalwarts of the old move- 
ment will not endear them any the more to 
the Russians. It is strange, however, 
that with unemployment in this country 
increasing by leaps and bounds that a 
great body, representative of millions of 
workers, should be content to sit and talk 
for hours on provocative politics rather 
than get to work to find out why unem- 
ployment is so rife, and whether the trade 
union movement is doing all that it might 
in the direction of mending matters. 


The Russian Treaty. 


Russia may play quite an important 
part in our domestic polifics before long ; 
for the warning regarding the Treaty given 
at the Trade Union Congress yesterday is 
by no means unnecessary. The House of 
Commons may refuse to ratify the Treaty 
signed by the Prime Minister, and, in 
such an event, Mr. Macdonald scarcely 
could remain in office, but might find it 
necessary to appeal to the country. The 
draft of the Treaty must lie on the table 
of the House of Commons for twenty-one 
Parliamentary days after the reassembling 


of the members, and, though it is some- 


what unlikely that Parliament will sit for 
a month considering the Irish question, the 
Opposition will certainly place motions for 
the rejection of the Treaty on the Order 
Paper when it becomes possible. Rejec- 
tion of the Treaty would lead in all 
probability to a general election before 
the end of the year. 7

‘There lies the danger ahead of this As- 
sembly,’ continued Mr Macdonald, ‘ there 
thas been so much great expectation created 
regarding it that unless it does the impos- 
it runs the risk of being regarded as 
_ useless. Let me state quite frankly 
hat nobody has yet devised a satisfactory 
disarmament scheme. Such a thing seems to 
be up nobody’s sleeve, but we are nearer to 
it, as various obstacles have been removed 

(sked as to the prospect of world economic 
peace as a result of recent treaties, Mr. Mac- 
donald said: “ A lot of nonsense has been 
written about the Soviet Treaty. The whole 
ears n of the Soviet negotiations was altered 
iv their surrénder to us. We have in no way 
aitered our position, and it is as clear as ever 
that unless a settlement comes about of debts 
and obligations there will be no loans or 
guarantees for Russia. For people to talk in 
any other sense, or to suggest that we have 
promised loans without conditions can only 
mean that they have not read the Treaty. 


AUTHORITY WITHOUT FORCE. 


Reverting to the question of the League, 
the Prime Minister said—‘‘ If it is not a suc- 
cess there is nothing for it but to go back to 
pre-war conditions, and surely no man in his 
senses wants that. 

“ The record of the League is no barren 
ione. First of ail, through very disappoint- 
ing years, it has maintained the will to 
peace, The record of its work contains 
settlements which, if left to the lands imme- 
diately concerned, might have resulted in 
war. The proposed pact would only have 
marred the League as giving it work which 
it would never have been able to do, and. 
would also have closed the door for ever to 
the adherence of America and other States 
and very likely have led to the secession of 
nations now belonging to it and not least 
probably certain British Dominions. 

“ The League of Nations authority is one 
of confidence to come from the fact that 
several nations will use it to solve problems 
which can only be dbdne by international 
authority, and because its decisions will in 
course of time be accepted as satisfactory 
solutions of practical problems. I am empha- 
tically not in favour of any force‘to enforce 
hese decisions. This would only destroy the 

ywer of the League, which is essential to 
he considerations I have named, and does 
ot lie in force. Article 10 of the Covenant 

{ the League provides all that is necessary 
n this respect.’ 

Mr. Macdonald concluded by saying that 
he various Press reports of what he was to 
ay at the Assembly were wholly unauthor- 
sed.

IMPORTS EXCEED OUR 
EXPORTS. 


GREAT BRITAIN THE 
BEST MARKET. 
——— 


The total value of the imports of the Irish 
Free State during the six months ended June 
50 last, was £33,478,305. The value of the 
exports for the same period was £21,877,493. 

The sixth publication of the Trade an 
Shipping Statistics of the Free State, just 
issued by the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce, contains particulars of these 
trading figures, and a great deal of other 
valuable and interesting information. 

As a market for Irish produce during that 
period dealt with, Great Britain still was far 
the most important. She took no less than 
£18,348,510 worth of the total of less than 
22 millions sterling. Northern Ireland came 
next with £35,141,817. The United States is 
a long way behind, .though third on the list 
of importers from Ireland, with £97,811, and 
Belgium is fourth with just over £88,000. 

During the six months the imports of goods 
from Great Britain were valued at 
£23,5635,648, or nearly 54 millions more than 
the value of our exports to that country. 
Our imports from Northern Ireland were 
£3,908,926, or three-quarters of a million 
more than our exports. From America we 
received goods to the value of £1,791,351, not 
far short of twenty times as much as that 
country took from us. It should be pointed 
out, however, that the imports and exports 
are shown by countries of consignment, and 
not by countries of origin. For instance, 
imports of American bacon for the most part 
are included in the publcation in the co]ymn 
‘“‘consigned from Great, Britain.” 


INTERESTING PARTICULARS. 

Among interesting items on the list of our 
imports from Great Britain it, will be noted 
that during the period dealt with we got 
£8,272,613 worth of food, drink, and tobacco. 
The value of the unmanufactured tobacco 
was just over £400,000, and of the manu- 
factured about £115,000. For the six 
months only £2 worth of cigars and cigar- 
ettes came from Northern Ireland. The six 
months’ import of touring motor cars from 


£80,201 for commercial motors. The value 
of imported motor cycles was £107,495. As a 
comparison, it may be noted that we got only 
£46,000 worth of dairy machinery. 

On the export side live stock—i.e., cattle, 
sheep, pigs, and goats—bulk largest with 
£8,909,903, of which Great Britain took to 
the value of £7.895,675 and Northern Ireland 
£1,072,074. The exports of bacon were 
£1,359,986, virtually all to Great Britain, 
and of poultry (live and dead) £450,000. The 
egg trade represented an income for the half- 
year of £1,903,150. Our butter exports 
amounted: to £1,124,749, almost one million 
pounds sterling less than the egg trade. Our 
exports of beer and ale were £2,653,134, and 
of spirits £229,279. The least valuable of 
all our exports were goats, at a total of £179. 

The number and net tonnage of the vessels 
carrying on our trade are also shown in 
several useful tables. The overseas imports 
were carried in 1,087 ships, of which 723 were 
British, and 331 belonged to the Free State. 
The export trade employed 565 vessels, of 
which 257 were of home register and 297 
British. The coasting trade was confined to 
about 50 ships, with a total of some 8,000 


tons.

PREMIER TO MEET ZAGHLUL 
PASHA THIS MONTH. 


A statement that the proposal for a meet- 
ing between the ]'rime Minister and Zaghlul 
Pasha has fallen through because no invita- 
tion has been sent. to Zaghlul Pasha in Paris, 
and because the Prime Minister's engage- 
ments preclude i.e despatch of any such 
invitation in the near future, is not in 
accordance with the facts. Thu following 1s 
a summary of the negotiations which have 
taken place on the subject:—- __ 

On the occasion of th» opening of the 
Egyptian Parliament in March last the Prime 
Minister addressed a telogram of congratula- 
tion to Zaghlul Pasha, in which it was stated 
that "“ His Majesty’s Government are now, 
and at all times, ready to negotiate with the 
Egyptian Government.” On April 10 the 
Prime Minister suggested that discussions 
might take place in London towards the end 
of June or the commencement of July, and 
Zaghlul Pasha formally accepted this invita- 
tion. Subsequently it was found impossible 
for the meeting to take place at the end of 
June, as proposed, and accordingly it was 
suggested to Zaghlul Pasha that tho end of 
September would be the most convenient 
time. Before his departure for France on 
July 25th, Zaghlul Pasha informed Lord 
Allenby that, so far as he could foresee, this 
time would be suitable. In his latest com- 
munication to Zaghlul Pasha the Prime 
Minister again referred to the proposed meet- 
ing at the end of this month. To this letter 
no reply has been received. 

It will be ctear that it was intended that 
tne meeting should take place at the end of 
September, and that, so far as Mr. Mac- 
donald is concerned, the invitation remains 


open. 
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MOTOR TAX ORDER. 


ACCOUNT TRANSFERRED TO 
NATIONAL LAND BANK. 

Last night’s Dublin Gazette announces that 
the Governor-General of the Irish Free State, 
on the advice of the Executive Council, has 
made “The Road Vehicles (Motor Tax 
Account) Order,’’ 1924. The Order contains 
the following provisions :— 

““1. An account under the title “ Motor 
Tax Account ” shall be opened in the name of 
the Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, at the National Land Bank, Limited. 

“2. The Motor Tax Account now operative 
at the Bank of Ireland as aforesaid shall be 
closed, and the balance appearing thereon 
shall be transferred to the said Motor Tax 
“Account to be opened at the National Land 
Bank, Limited, as aforesaid. 

“3, All references contained in the Prin- 
cipal Order to the Motor Tax Account, there- 
by directed to be opened at the Bank of Eng- 
land shall, subject and without prejudice to 
the provisions oí the Adantation of Enact- 
ments Act, 1922 (No. 2 of 1922), be construed 
and take effect as references to the said Motor 
Tax Account to be opened at the National 
Land Rank as aforesaid. 

“4. The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies 
to the interpretation of this Order in like 
manner as it applies to the interpretation of 
an Act of the Oireachtas passed before the 
1st dav of January, 1924. 

“5. This Order mav for all purposes be 
cited as the Rond Vehicles (Motor Tax 
Account) Order, 1924 ”’ 

The Order is dated the 29th of August.

MEXICO CITY, Tuesday. 

General Obregon last evening delivered his 
final message, as President of Mexico, at the 
opening of the Session. of He 
vigorously attacked the policy of Great 
Britain in connection with the ension of 
diplomatic relations with Mexico and the 
expulsion of Mr. Cummins. 

The President said that it had cost the 
Government sixty million pesetas to suppress 
Senor de la Huerta’s revolt. 

General Obregon reiterated that Mr. 
Cummins did not possess either a diplomatic 
or an official character. From the beginning 
of 1922, he asserted, Mr. Cummins’s attitude 
was one of offensive dignity towards the 
Mexican Government. He charged Mr. 
Cummins, when the revolt broke out in 
December, with having sent. exaggerated re- 
ports to London and encouraged British sub- 
jects to make “impertinent representations.” 

General Obregon concluded with the 
declaration that the attempted expulsion of 
Mr. Cummins was not due to representations 
which he made on behalf of British subjects 
in Mexico, but on account of his discourteous 
attitude towards the Mexican Government.— 


(Reuter.) 
OFFICIAL SUMMARY. 

Reuter’s Agency has received communica- 
tion from an official Mexican source of a 
summary of President Obregon’s final message 
to Congress. After referring to various 
matters of current interest, such as the Inter- 
Boundary Commission between 
Mexico and the United States, the establish- 
ment of relations with the Soviet Government 
and the elevation of the Argentine Legation to 
the rank of an Embassy, the retiring 
President mentioned relations with the United 
States. He said: “ Relations have not only 
heen consolidated fh a friendly and cordial 
form, but a greater comprehension and a 
higher spirit of understanding have come to 
facilitate, through the wise decision of the 
Governments of both peoples, the creation of 
a situation of normal and complete friendship, 
that will undoubtedly serve more effectively 
to re-affirm good relations between our two 
countries.’’ ' 

After describing the Conventions entered 
into with the United States, and the steps 
taken to put them into effect, the message 
refers to Mr. Warren’s tenure of the post of 
Ambassador to Mexico. During that time, it 
says, “ an exchange of opinions on the de- 
sirability of negotiating a Treaty of Amity 
and Commerce, with the neighbouring 
country took place, Mexico having declared 
in principle that she accepted the idea, on the 
basis of complete freedom of trade between 
the two countries being established, and 
various restrictions in the form of embargoes, 
at present preventing the export of many 
Mexican products to the United States being 
rescinded. The negotiations will remain in 
abeyance,according to Mr. Warren's. state- 
ment, pending the American Government's 
decision on the policy that may be adopted 
by the United’ States in these matters.” 

The message alludes to the normalisation 
of Mexican relations with France, Belgium, 
and Cuba, and asserts that Great Britain 
alone perists in her attitude, and opposes the 
resumption of normal relations with Mexico. 
|. In conclusion, the message refers at length 
to. the Cummins incident, saying, inter alia : 
“The situation in regard to England in- 
volves a continued absence of diplomatic reéla- 
tions, without its having been. possible to 
find, up to now, an honourable formula, that 
could put matters right. This is mainly due 
to the Briatish Governmente’s insisting on 
abstaining from a convenient formula that 
might lead to a clear and complete under- 
standing, to which end it is fundamentally 
necessary that Great Britain should adopt an 
appropriate attitude, beginning by appointing 
a suitable representative, with an official or 
confidential character, so that the settlement 
of pending problems may be facilitated. This 
Executive. none.the less, wishes to testify 
that it has never evaded entering into frank 
discussions of matters concerning countries 
with which it desires to maintain good 
relations, if they are based on mutual con- 
siderations of full reciprocal respect for 
sovereignty, and that if, in some particular 
cases, it has been compelled to adopt a speci- 
ally firm attitude, it has done so in defence 
of its own dignity and to safeguard the 
national sovereignty and self-respect. . 

“The Mexican Government is convinced 
that the opinion of the nation and the world 
on this painful incident has been formed, and 
would like to see the British Government 
adopt an attitude in conformity with inter- 
national amity, helping to facilitate, in the 
present situation, a final settlement of ou> 
relations, which seems feasible, especially 
when it is considered that that Government 
is at present composed of elements whose 
ideas and tendencies are supposed to be in 
sympathy with, and to have purposes similar 
to, those actuating the present Mexican 
administration.”

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MOROCCAN FIGHTING. 


FEARS FOR LARACHE ROAD. 
GIBRALTAR, Tuesday. 

It is learned from a Spanish source that 
50,000 reinforcements have been despatched to 
Morocco during the past fortnight. Bursting 
shells are visible from the heights of Gibraltar 
to-day on the African coast. There appears 
to be little doubt as to the rising of the 
Andjerra and Wadras tribes, who have 
hitherto been friendly to Spain. : 

Some apprehension is felt in Spain that 
there may be attempts to overthrow the. 
Directorate on September 13th, .the anniver- 
sary of the Ea Aí rd of General Primo 
de Rivera's Government, but counter-steps 
are being taken to frustrate the plans, which 
are said to emanate from the disgruntled 
politicians, and to organise loyalist demon- 
strations. Judging from past experience, too 
much credence should not be given to the 
rumours. industriously circulated by in- 
terested parties as to the wnpopularity of the 
Directorate, which appears to enjoy the con- 
fidence of the greater part of the Spanish 
nation. 

Advices iust received from Tangier state 
that Raisuli’s adherents have joined Abdel 
Krim. Fears are expressed regarding the 
closing of the Larache road. 

Three Spanish aeroplanes are reported to 
have come down at Beni Arros, North 
Morocco.— (Reuter. )

RECTIFICATION DEFINED. 


Speaking at Portadown on Monday evening, 
Mr. John F.° Gordon, M.P., said that a

BRITISH LABOUR 
CONGRESS.

There was an interesting debate at the 
Trade Union Congress in Hull yesterday 
on the “Red ” International. 

Mr. H. Pollitt spoke of the need fí 
unity, and suggested that steps should he 
taken to bring Moscow and Amsterdam 
together. The President said that the 
British representatives at both Interna- 
tionals should press for a conference with 
a view to hammering out an agreement 
Mr. James Sexton advised the Congress 
to have nothing to do with Moscow. 

A significant feature of the Congress 
was the decision to give extended powers 
to the General Council in strikes or Jock- 
outs or in threatened disputes. A change 
of opinion, apparently, has taken place 
among the big unions. At Cardiff these 
extended powers were refused, mainly on 
the ground: that they would involve a levy 
on the affiliated unions. Yesterday the 
Miners’ Federation and the National 
Union of Railwaymen, who had previously 
opposed the changes, voted in favour of 
the proposal, though in its modified form 
it gives no power to the Council to ask 
for a compulsory levy. 


NEED OF UNITY. 


MOSCOW AND AMSTERDAM. 


On the report of the International Trades 
Union Congress at Vienna, Mr. H. Pollitt 
(Boilermakers) asked that the General 
Council of the Trades Union Congress should 
use its power at the Amsterdam Internatienal 
in order to convene a conference of all 
organisations affiliated to Amsterdam and of 
all organisations affiliated to Moscow, in 
order to bring about the unity of the inter- 
national trade union movement. 

The opposition to real unity, he said, did 
not come from the British delegation or the 
Russian delegation, but: from German, 
Belgian and French representatives. The 
workers of the world were about to face a 
new struggle, and when the Dawes report 
had been in operation for twelve months 
they would have need for an all-inclusive 
Interngtional to prevent the low standard of 
life of the German working classes from 
being held as a pistol at the heads of the 
organised workers of the world. 

The President suggested that the Congress 
should pass an instruction asking the British 
representatives to proceed along the lines of 
insisting that a conference should be held 
free and above board, with a view to 
hammering out an agreement and bringing 
about unity. 

Mr. Will Thorne, M.P., said that, in con- 
sequence of the outrageous and abusive 
language used by the Moscow “ Red ”’ Inter- 
national, unity was almost impossible. He 
suggested that if Comrade Pollitt would be 

ood enough to make representations to the 

foscow International to moderate their 
language there would be a better chance of 
bringing about unity. 

Mr. Ben Tillett, M.P., said that if they 
could get a rapprochement with responsible 
Russian trade union representatives. they 
would be able to hammer out some order or 
organisation that would be nseful and would 
do credit to the movement. There was grow- 
ing up in the international movement, even 
from the French and German side, a new 
sense of toleration. 


NO DICTATION. 


Mr. C. T. Cramp (National Union of Rail- 
waymen) said that there was a great disposi- 
tion to fall down and worship the Russians as 
angels. After all, the British movement was 
the greatest trade union movement in the 
world, whatever failings it might have. He 
was quite prepared, and indeed willing, to 
yneet their comrades from Russia, whom he 
had found to be sincere and straightforward 
men, so far as international contact could give 
one an idea of them—very much straighter 
men than some of those whom they employed 
in England. (Cheers.) 

** We are prepared,’’ said Mr. Cramp, “to 
meet the Russians as equals; but if I know 
the trade union movement of this country, we 
will not accept any dictatorship from what- 
ever quarter it comes. (Cheers.) It should be 
understood that whatever meetings may be 
arranged are meetings with genuine, bona fide 
Russian trade unionists, and not with the 
hangers-on of their movement.’’ (Cheers.) 

Mr. James Sexton, M.P., said that he was 
as unxious as anyone for international! 
solidarity. When the last speaker talked 
about the evils of Capitalism, he would re- 
mind him of the other and confessed failure of 
the attempt to create an artificial oasis of 
Communism in a world-wide desert of private 
enterprise, as was proved by the Russian 
Soviet coming cap in hand to borrow money 
from capitalist Britain to save Russia from 
her costly mistakes. With whom were they 
asked to associate and affiliate? 

The latest absurdity of the Soviet Inter- 
national was to appoint twenty-five men to 
revolutionise the world, by force if necessary. 
All of those men were avowed pacifists ; 
yet they had the grotesque example of the 
chief priest of this magnified ‘‘ three tailors 
of Tooley street ” parading in Moscow in a 
full general’s uniform, with sword by his side, 
understudying the Duke of Plazatora. There 
was still another—for whose introduction into 
the Labour movement he was not responsible— 
telling the proletariat of Dublin, as proof «f 
his disinterestedness, that he. arrived 
back with only elevenpence in his pocket. 
He (Mr. Sexton) submitted in all seriousness 
that a revolution could not be successfully 
started on eleven pence. (Laughter and 
cheers.) He hoped that Congress would re- 
fuse to recognise these men. 

On the motion of Mr. Cathery (Sailors’ 
and Firemen’s Union), the Congress passed 
to the. next business. 

Mr. George Hicks (Building Trade Opera- 
tives), on behalf of the General Council,  pro- 
posed an amendment of the Standing Orders 
defining the duties of the General Council and 
extending their powers. This laid down that 
the general policy of the Council should be 
that, unless requested to do so by the union 
or unions concerned, the Council should not 
intervene.in disputes so long as there was a 
po of differences being amicably settled 

y negotiation. In the event, however, of 
negotiations breaking down, the Council might 
take the initiative by calling representatives 
of the unions into consultation. Where, de- 
— the efforts of the Council, the policy of 
the employers enforced a stoppage of work, 
the Council were empowered to take steps to 
organise, on behalf of the union or unions con- 
cerned, all such moral and material support 
as the circumstances of the dispute might 
a r to justify.

CHINESE. SITUATION. 


A GRAVE OUTLOOK. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PEKIN, Tuesday. 

There was news of a clash last night be- 
tween the rival forces of Kiangsu and 
Chexiang, which suggests the probability that 
fighting has begun in spite of the efforts of 
hosts of peacemakers. The Press has been 
deluged during the past week with statements 
regarding the actions, intentions, and 
motives of the principal protagonists and 
their political supporters. It emerges clearly 
that the Kiangsu-Tunchun (Military Governor) 
is determined to obtain control of Shanghai 
and its neighbourhood, an area geographi- 
cally belonging to his own province, but for 
some years the Appanage of Che-Kjang. In 
defence of his positson, Lu Yung-Hsiang, the 
Chekiang Tunchun, has occupied a line from 
the Yangtsze to the Tarhu Lake and Chi 
Hsieh-Ynan (the Kiangsu Tunchun) is con- 
fronting him with his forces. Certain rather 
frail war vessels are supporting the respective 
flanks on the Yangtsze. Machine guns and 
artillery are plentiful on both sides, and each 
army has a few aeroplanes, while one is 
credited with gas. The troops of the two 
provinces are reported to be about 100,000, 
but each is receiving reinforcements from 
mierda eit outs the total numbers involved 
may be dowbled. All the elements of a bloody 
struggle ate, therefore, present, and as a 
substantial proportion of the forces on each 
side are already face to face, it is difficult to 
see how a qonflict can be avoided.—(7'imes 
telegram).

THE SIEMENS REPORT. 


We understand that the report of Messrs. 
Siemens and Schuckert on the possibilities of 
the Shannon water power scheme has been 
delivered personally to the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, Mr. P. McGilligan, at 
Geneva, where he is attending the Assembly 
of the League of Nations on behalf of the 
Free State. It is probable that while Mr. 
McGilligan is in Switzerland he will consult 
the Board of European Experts, to which 
the Siemens report must be submitted before 
it can be accepted by the Free State Go- 
vernment. In the event of its being satis- 
factory, we assume that it will be submitted 
to the Oireachtas for final approval, and then 


the question of ce is bound to arise. 
In all probabilit) the scheme, if it is 
started at all, will be\nndertaken as a State 


enterprise, and the Minster for Finance will 
be faced with the prob of finding about 
two and a half million powdds. The only way 
in which this money can be\raised will be by 
means of a Joan, for which, #f course, interest 
would have to be guaranteed by the State.

ARMY “MANCEUVRES 


IN. SURREY. 


RED AND BLUE FORCES 
OPPOSED.

The Press Association’s Aldershot Corres- 
dent, telegraphing last night, says :—The 
Divisional Army manceuvres, under the 
direction of Major-General Sir Archibald 
Montgomery, commenced to-day. The whole 
of the troops. of the First Division at Alder- 
shot marched out to the fine stretch of Surrey 
commons and woods lying before Farnham 
and Hindhead, to take part in a scheme of 
field operations, designed to test the Division's 
fitness to take the field. 
The operations opened with a test march, 
in which the whole Division was sent in one 
column along the main road from Aldershot 
to Farnham, and then, breaking up mto 
smaller columns, it marched to the allotted 
areas, to take up a position along a line of 
defence. The column of niarching men, all 
in fighting order, was more than six miles 
long, and included twelve battalions of Guards 
and infantry, ten batteries of artillery, with 
attendant signal sections, enpsneers, and 
medical services. Overhead flew the areo- 
planes that were to take part in the subse- 
quent hattle. 

By the early afternoon the whole division 

was strung out along the south bank of the 
between Frensham and Alton, 
as representing the reserves of a Blue Force 
which had received a severe hammering from 
the North, and had fallen back behind their 
reserves to recuperate. 
This evening another mobile force left 
Aldershot to represent the right wing of an 
advancing Red Army following up the re- 
tiring Blues. This Red wing has secret 
orders, and the night is not likely to be a 
quiet one for either side; for the Reds are 
nearly all mounted, and include the 10th 
Hussars, 13th/18th' Hussars, and 1st Royal 
Dragoons, with a brigade of galloping guns 
of the Royal Horse Artillery and probably a 
section of whippet tanks, while Red aero- 
planes will be in operation as soon as dawn 
breaks.

THE SITUATION IN THE 
SUDAN, 


The Times, after remarking that its 
Alexandria message appears to leave no room 
for doubt that Zaghlul Pasha intends to re- 
fuse his proposed meeting with the Prime 
Minister, proceeds:—The anxiety which the 
news that he will refuse it is causing among 
all parties in Alexandria is intelligible. They 
had relied upon him to obtain from the 
Labour Prime Minister the’ concessions: they 
desire. Not only have these hopes been 
dashed by Zaghlul himself, but whether he 
remains in office or retires,*‘a situation is 
foreshadow.d which they may reasonably re- 
gard with serious misgiving. 

The reply of the British Government to the 
latest Egyptian Note shouid convince them 
that in regard to the Sudan there will be 
no departure from. the policy already laid 
down. It ¢onfirms the statements of the 
earlier Note& repeats the views they express 
on the origer of the Sudan troubles, and re- 
uninds the Egyptian Government once more 
that under the Convention of 1899 the Gover- 
nor-General is the person responsible for order 
in the Sudan, and that he has supreme com- 
mand over both the civilian and the military 
authorities. Some of the civil officials seem 
to have forgotten this fact. The Acting 
Governor-General, Mr. Wasey Sterry, has re- 
called them to a sense of duty, and reminded 
them that if they continue to intrigue, to 
agitate and to conspire against the Govern- 
ment, whose servants they are, they will incur 
dismissal, even where their offences do not 
come within the operation of the criminal law. 
The first duty of all Governments, he reminds 
them, is to govern, and nowhere is this funda- 
mental maxim more important than in 
lands like the Sudan. We have governed 
there for a quarter of a century, and our 
(Government can he judged by ita fruits. 
They have excited the admiration of many im- 
partial witnesses.

BAD WEATHER CONDITIONS. 


Mr. George Binney, leader of the Oxford 
University Arctic Expedition which is explor- 
ing North Eastland, Spitsbergen, in a wireless 
message from the ship, Polar Bjorn, says, ac- 
cording to The T'imes:—This is the worst 
season known in these regions for fifteen years. 
During the last ten days conditions have been 
so very severe that we have made prepara- 
tions to evacuate our base at Liefde Bay at 
any moment. If present northern gales con- 
tinue the bay will shortly be frozen over and 
we shall be obliged to move southward. De- 
spite weather conditions, we have. explored 
the country about Whalenbergs Bay. We 
have discovered a large fertile valley pre- 
viously unknown. In recent operations our 
motor boat, with a survey party, was lost in 
a blizzard and was cut off from the ship by 
ice. Happily, the party arrived safely at the 
ship many hours overdue. 

The continuous Northern gales are bringing 
down the main ice pack close to Hinlopen 
Strait. We were, however, finished our 
survey in that region, and escaped just in 
time. Our advanced seaplane base at 
Treurenberg Bay is already frozen in. In 
attempting to reach Victoria Island, West of 
Franz Josefland, our second ship, the Oiland, 
was driven back by pack ice to the East of 
North Eastland. Our seaplane has been re- 
paired after its recent crash, but it is covered 
in snow. . The past fortnight has not given us 
a single hour of flying weather. Seaplane 
risks are very heavy so late in the season. We 
have heard quite distinctly every evening the 
wireless broadcast by station 5 V X.

RAILWAY DISPUTE 
NEGOTIATIONS. 


The Marino building dispute has been 
settled, but owing to certain circumstances 
it is not yet possible to publish the terms of 
settlement. An agreement was reached 
through the efforts of the Priests’ Social 
Guild. ' 

The Rev. Father Laurence, O.S.F.C., in a 
statement on behalf of the Guild, said last 
night:—‘‘ We are pleased to announce that 
the settlement in connection with the Marino 
strike is now practically completed. Owing 
to the very extensive damage done by the 
inclement weather during the period of the 
strike, the contractor will have to spend some 
days in doing necessary repair work before 
he is able to engage the full number of me 
at the date of the strike. We hope to be in 
a position in a few days to state the exact 
conditions under which the strike has been 
settled.” 

‘The contractor, Mr. Kenny, of Harcourt 
road, Dublin, will be busy to-day preparing 
the ground at Marino. He expects to be abla: 
to take on a large number of men on Friday 
next. It may be expected that in the course 
of time as many as a thousand men—and 
perhaps more—will derive employment from 
the scheme. 

The dispute has meant a 1--s in wages to 
the workers of over £40,000, and much priva: 
tion has been caused to their families. ere 
is reason also to believe that the loss to the 
contractor has been considerable. 


THE INCHICORE STRIKE, 


What object, if any, was gained by the 
interview which Mr. James Larkin and two 
delegates of the Irish Workers’ Union had 
with the management of the Great Southern 
and Western Railway Company at Kings- 
bridge, Dublin, on Monday, still remains un- 
disclosed, but it is clear that a real effort 
has been begun at last to settle the strike at 
the Inchicore works. The parties to the dis- 
pute state that it would not be in the public 
interest to revea] their policies for the pre- 
sent. It is satisfactory to know, however, 
that the negotiations which were opened on 
Monday are to be continued, and that pro- 
posals for a resumption of work are receiving 
serious consideration. 

The one factor in the dispute which, it is 
said, had placed a barrier in the way of an 
immediate settlement was the decision of the 
company to guarantee permanent employment 
to at least thirty of their voluntary helpers. 
This decision, apparently, had caused the 
strikers much concern. Intimidation tactics 
gained them little, and now, it would seem, 
their whole endeavour is to get the question 
of re-employment thoroughly thrashed out 
before coming to terms with the fitters and 
the company. , 

The strike arose out of a dispute in regard 
to the division of work between the fitters 
and the vicemen, who are paid by the piece. 
All along the fitters maintained that there 
really was nothing at stake. with the result 
that the men never came together to settle 
their differences, although it is stated now 
that the fitters actually offered to confer with 
the vicemen on the day of the strike. This 
proposal was rejected, and afterwards, when 
the strikers clamoured for a conference, "the 
fitters held aloof, and declared that the 
matter in dispute was nothing if not a sub- 
ject for a meeting of representatives of the 
strikers’ union and the Great Southern and 
Western Company. 3 

Messrs. Wallis and Sons still are unable 
to carry out their carrying contract with the 
company, as the twenty-five carters who re- 
mained in their employment on Saturday last 
have been prevented from returning to their 
work. The suspension of Messrs. Wallis’s 
business, however, has caused little incon- 
vénience. Dublinmerchants have been send. 
ing their own employés to Kingsbridge to 
pick up or despatch consignments of goods, 
and the company stated yesterday that there 
now was little or no\congestion at the goods 
department at the Kingsbridge. :

OTHER STRIKES. 


The strike of motormen in the employment 
of Messrs. Pim Brothers, Ltd., vontinues, 
but the firm. retains the services of all of its 
horse-van drivers, and has been able to make 
the usual number of deliveries every day. 

There has been no change in the situation 
concerning the strike of forty girJe-employed 
at the North Kerry Manufacturigfg Company's 
toffee factory in Ardee road, Rathmines, 
Dublin. Mr. James Larkin had arranged for 
a conference with the management yesterday 
morning, but afterwards declined to discuss 
the question in dispute, “tin view of state- 
ments which appeared in yesterday morning's 
papers.”’

As he finished he put his 
hand into his coat pocket, and, thinking he 
was armed, I stepped out of the way. He 
turned and ran towards his house and shouted 
to us, ‘Come on if -you are men enough.’

THE BOUNDARY PROBLEM. 


TO THE EDITOR OP THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sín,—Aa every student of the subject 
knows, suggestion has a powerful influence 
in defining and hardening ideas. Í am sure, 
therefore, that it is a mistake for Irish 
Nationalists to keep on telling themselves and 
the world that Ireland is divided, Before 
they realise what is happening they are 
likely to find that they themselves have 
created a real division by suggestion. ‘the 
Northern Imperialists and the anti-Irish Press 
in England are only being helped in their 
artitionist propaganda by the cries of Irish 
‘ationalists who fecus attention on the 
arrangements by which Ireland happens to be 
governed at the present day. ne might 
almost conclude sometimes that the Act of 
1920 had created two entirely different kinds 
of Irishmen, for, unless the geographical 
boundary has divided the people of ireland 
into two kinds, you cannot say that ‘ parti- 
tion’ has really been effective at all. In 
time, of course, personalities may come to be 
affected, but only if people insist on letting 
their political position dominate their minds, 

If we could get away for a while from 
the obsession of politics, we should find 
that Ireland was really not divided geo- 
graphically in anything but politics, and 
that in the things that ought to count most 
we are still as united as ever, 

Even in politics we are in one sense some 
ways united geographically, National loyalty is 
nation-wide in its occurrence, and Imperial 
loyalty also is found diffused throughout the 
whole of Ireland. In religion we are united. 
Every denomination, or at any rate every 
important denomination, of the Christian 
Church in Ireland is organised here on a 
national basis, and I believe that these 
national religious organisations are likely to 
do more and more to hold together the people 
vf North and South. 

In intellectual interests we are not divided 
by the boundary. We have three schools of 
intellectual life in the countrythe Gaelic, 
the Anglo-Irish, and the English—and every 
one of these has a nation-wide allegiance from 
its adherents. In sport and athletics we are 
are almost a unit. One man may play hurley, 
and another Rugby, and another hockey; but 
they are all nationally organised, and a 
Belfast crowd will shout as madly for Ireland 
to win against England in a Rugby match 
as any Cork crowd could shout if the game 
was hurley. 

Thus we have in the country a great and 


healthy diversity of interests, but in almost 


everything we are united as a nation. We 
are a little upset just now about where the 
lawmakers of certain parts of Ireland should 
go to help in making the laws, and we are 
reasonably vexed at the unfairness that has 
been practised in one of the nation’s two law- 
making centres. but do not let us rage too 
much against those na of the North-East 
who are still so frightened of the rest of us. 
Let us remember always that they are fellow- 
countrymén, and that they cannot be made 
un-Irish merely by Act of Parliament. 

They are as Irish to-day as they were ten 
years ago, and more so, for, after all, they 

ave an Irish Parliament of their own up 
there in Belfast now, so that even in politics 
they are much less a part of the British 
system than they used to be. 

Something is going to be done about the 
boundary, and done soon, I hope, but do not 
let us ever forget these other things. Itish- 
men from all over Ireland are fat more than 
politicians, and our work for somé years to 
come will be, to a great extent, to build 
up the non-political Ireland that cannot be 
broken by Acts of Parliament, but that may 
conceivably be broken by our own r 
imaginations.—Yours, etc.,

AN ULSTER DIVISION 
FORMED.

An Ulster Division. of the. Royal Naval 
To) oi Reserve was inaugurated yesterday 
afternoon at a public meeting in the City 
Hall, Belfast, under the presidency of the 
Lord Mayor, Sir William Turner. ’ 

The formation of the Division was 
sanctioned by the Admiralty in May, 1923 
and it is uoped to provide a force of 500 
ofice . and men rnder the command of the 
M juis of Dufferin aad Ava, Vice-Admiral 
of Ulster. H.M.S. Caroline, a light cr “er 
has been acquired as a fully-equipped vessel 
for training purposes. 

The Marquis of Dufferin intimated that he 
ha alrea y secured . fteen of the twenty- 
seven officers necessary for the Division, and 
proposed to recruit im.. ediately. the 500 men 

The following message was received from 
Sir James Craig :—'' My best wishes for an 
enthusiastic meeting. Confident Ulster will 
fully justify the compliment paid us by the 
Admiralty, and will make th. Ulster Divi- 
sion a worthy unit of the Royal Naval Volun- 
teer Reserve.” (Applause. ) 

Che following message was received from 
Mr. Rudyard j ipling:—'“I send all my 
warmest wishes and interest. for the t%uccess 
of the new R.N.V.R. Division in Ulster.” 

Commodore, the Marquis of Graham, said 
he felt sure that the citizens of Belfast would 
support Lord Dufferin, and with such a 
civilian population, he thought 
volunteer movement here was bound to be a 
success—with the industries which the city 
could boast there was lendid material on 
which to work. The R.N.V.R. was also the 
cheapest form of defence. A fully trained 
bluejacket cost £350, whereas a. trained and 
efficient volunteer cost between £30 and £40. 
By training reserves they were boiling down 
expenses, and, at the same time, preparing 
a force which could come out and take its 
place in the defence of the country. He 
knew from experience that Ulster 
make ~ success of the movement.

MODERATE PRICES A 
COOKSTOWN.

At the ninth annual sale of the Mid. 
Ulster Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, held 
at Cookstown yesterday, most of the leading 


herds in the County Tyrone were represented. 
The entries, however, were smaller than a 
year ago, totalling 89 females and ‘bull calves, 
as compared with 190. Of these no fewer 
than 27 were forwarded by Mr. T, J. Hen- 
derson, Tullyhogue. Some of these animals 
were home-bred; others having been 
chased at high prices from home and cross- 
Channel “bis “óil, All were shown in natural 
condition, and it was thought that, with the 
other lots brought under the hammer of 
Messrs. Macdonald, Fraser, and Co:, Ltd., 
yesterday, they would have sold to advan- 
tage. Fashionable pedigrees and_high- 
priced ancestry were not, however, suffici- 
ently strong to counteract the effect of poor 
colouring. This, in sympathy with the 
general tone of the trade, limited cross- 
Channel competition; and the fact that some 
of the choicest’ females had already been dis- 
posed of, were reffected in the range of prices, 
which were somewhat disappointing. 

One cross-Channel buyer, Mr. Crawford, of 
Kent, purchased extensively,. and secured: a 
number of bargains., From Mr. T. J. Hen- 
derson, who disposed of most of his herd, 
Mr. Crawford secured no fewer than eight 
head, at prices ranging from 9 guineas for 
calves to 25 guineas for the four-year-old 
clipper cow, Charity XX., and a similar 
figure for a five-yar-old matron, Oakisland 
Broadhooks VIII, which cost 200 guineas 
when a yearling. He also purchased several 
other lots. Another extensive buyer was 
Mr. Isaac Smith, Belfast, who paid the top 
price of the day~47 guineas—for Mr. T. J. 
Henry’s yearling, Princess Royal heifer, Oak- 
island Princess III., by Uppermill Knight.

ROBBERY. 


In the Court of Criminal Appeal, Dublin, 
yesterday, the Chief Justice, Mr. Justice 
Sullivan, Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon, and Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan, delivered their reserved 
judgment in the case of the State v. Patrick 
Kelly. Thomas Treanor, Beanard Treanor, and 
Charles Flood, in which an application was 
made on behalf of the defendants for liberty 
to appealfrom their conviction and sentences 
in the Central Criminal Court, Grgen sireet, 
Dublin, for participation in the raid on the 
Hibernian Bank in Monaghan town on the 
19th of August, 1922. 

The application for leave to appeal was in 
the nature of. an appeal from the decisw 1 of 
Mr. Justice O’Shaughnessy at the trial re- 
fusing to grant a certificate enabling au 
appeal to be taken. . 

At the request of the Chief Justice, Mr. 
Justice Fitzgibbon read the judgment of the 
Court. Dealing with the circumsta:ices 
under which the application for appeal came 
| before the Court, the judgment stated that 
the appellants, Thomas Treanor, Charles 
Flood, Bernard Treanor, and Patrick Kelly 
were indicted along with Francis T eamor and 
Hubert J. McCann upon a charge of having, 
on ‘August 18th, 1928, when armed with re- 
volvers, shot guns, ristols and rifles, made 
an assault upon Edward J. Smith and Louis 
Torrens, and put each of them in fear and 
danger of his life, and for — feloniously 
stolen the sum of £450 in cash, the pro- 
perty of the Hibernian Bank, Monaghan. 

The trial in the Central Criminaf Court on 
July 29, 30 and 31 last resulted in the 
acquittal of Francis Treanor and Hubert J. 
McCann, «ud the conviction of the four ap- 

ellants, of whom Bernard and . Thomas 
re ‘or and Charles Flood were sentenced to 
five years, and Patrick Kelly to seven years’ 
penal serviti. 5". ogre 

Each of the appellants made application to 
the judge at the trial for a certificate that 
hi. case was-a Gt one for appeal, and in each 
case the application was refused, and an 
appeal from that refusal was made to the 
Court of Appeal. 

The avneals of Flood, Thomas Treanor, and 
Bernard Treanor were frounded in the main 
on the admission f certain confessions 
alleged to have been made by Thomas and 
Bernard Treanor, and upon alleged misdirec- 
tion. on the part of the judge in telling the 
jury in the « urse of his charge that all the 
accused disappeared after the raid. With re- 
gard to the last point, it was npt the duty of 
the Court to scrutinise the summing-up of the 
judge for trifling misstatements of the evi- 
dence, but even if it were, they were of 
opinion that there was no misstatement as 
regards any of the appellants. There was 
evidence that all of the accuse~ were in the 
town of Monaghan when the raid, which was 
th» subject of the indictment, took place, and 
that they all left the town immediately after. 

' NO MISDIRECTION. 

Upon a careful consideration of the 
summing-up, and the evidence on which it 
was based, the Court had come to the con- 
clusion that there was no misdirectiOn upon 
that point which entitled the appellants or 
any of them to have a conviction 
set aside. The alleged confession of Thomas 
Treanor ~ was elicited by his own 
counsel in the cross-examuination of 
Captain John McKenna, when he said that 
he did not make any admission without being 
asked questions, and the questions had been 
asked of him. “When asked if Thomas. Treanor 
said anything to him about being in the raid, 
Captain McKenna said that he did, and that 
there was no doubt in his mind about that. 
He was further cross-examined in an attempt 
to shake his recollection, with the result that 
the statement made by Thomas Treanor was 
brought; out. It was not volunteered by the 
witness or obtruded in 'an irrelevant manner, 
but was elicited in an attempt to prove that 
no statement had been made. The Court was 
of opinion that it was properly admitted. It 
only affected Thomas himself, and © could 
not have been regarded by # jury as assisting 
to establish the guilt of the other prisoners. 
The alleged admission of Bernard Treanor 
stood. upon a somewhat different ground. It 
was proved u the direct examination of 
Superintendent’ James McKenna, and its ad- 
missibility was challenged upon the ground 


The evidence appeared conclusive, and counsel 
for the prisoners had admitted that no threats 
were made or inducements held out by 
Superintendent McKenna or in his presence at 
the time when the admission was made. But 
the prisoners’ counsel: contended that threats 
had .been previously made by persons in 
authority, and that the onus rested on the 
rosetution of proving that the alleged con- 
ession was not induced by’ these threats 
before evidence of the confession could be 
given to the jury : 

Having read the.evidence on this point, his 
Lordship said that in the opinion of the. Court 
the ruling of the learned judge on that point 
was incorrect’ in law. The Court was further 
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from the position taken up by him, that 
threats made or inducements held out, except 
by or in the presence of the persons to whom 
the confession was made, wele irrelevant to 
the question of the admissibility of the ques- 
tion; and to the end he treated the evidence 
of Lee and Kearney as inadmissible, except as 
going to the credit of Captain McKenna, not 
as affecting the admissibility of the subse- 
quent confession to Inspector James McKenna. 

If the testimony of Kearney and Lee were 
even partially true, threats were made to the 
prisoners which might have influenced Treanor 
to admit the crime of bank robbery 
either in the hope that he would 
get off more lightly or to exonerate 
himself from complicity, in the murder 
of Lieutenant Gillanders; and the Court was 
not satisfied that no threats of the kind 
described were made, or that if made their 
effect had disappeared before the interview 
with Superintendent McKenna, at which 
Bernard Treanor had admitted that he had 
taken part in the robbery in the bank. It 
followed, therefore, that the evidence of the 
confession should not -have been admitted, 
and as it was not clear that the jury must 
‘have convicted Bernard Treanor upon the 
evidence, apart from his confession, the ver- 
dict of guilty in his case must be set aside. 

THE CASE OF PATRICK KELLY. 

His Lordship then dealt with the case of 
Patrick Kelly and his appeal against the 
conviction, and stated that they were quite 
distinct. from those of the Treanors and 
Flood. The contention of the prosecution 
was that the evidence established a common 
design by ali the accused, with other per- 
sons, fo raid the banks in Monaghan and 
make an attack upon the Courthouse in which 
the military were stationed to enable the 
robbery to be carried out without inter- 
ference. They further contended that the 
possession by Kelly of notes recently stolen 
from the Provincial Bank was evidence upon 
which he might have been convicted of 
robbing that bank, and so of having been a 
party to the alleged design of robbing all the 
banks. No direct evidence of the alleged 
common purpose was offered by the prosecu- 
tion, who left it to be inferred from some- 
what vague references in the evidence, and 
from the fact that the Courthouse was at- 
tacked and the Provincial Bank robbed, while 
the robbery charged in the indictment was 
perpetrated on the Hibernian Bank. 

The summing-up of the learned judge ccn- 
tained no advice. to the jury upon the neces- 
sity for connecting the offence proved against 
Kelly with the wholly different crime charged 
in the indictment, although Mr. Comyn at 
the close of the charge made an objection 
specifically directed to that point. Upon an 
indictment for stealing £450 in silver, the 
property of one bank, the possession of bank 
notes recently stolen from another bank, was 
not evidence of guilt; and when, as in the 
present case, the prosecution sought to 
establish, not a conspiracy to rob general 
banks, but a constructive robbery of one 
ban’, by assisting — —the robbe~v of another, 
the Court was of opinion that the grounds 
upon which Kelly mrght have been convicted 
of the eharge in the indictment should have 
been verv carefully expounded to the jury, 
and they should have been warned that if 
they considered upon the evidence that Kelly, 
who was not actually identified as having 
been present at any bank, or with the 
raiding party, and upon whom no arms were 
seen or found, was, in fact, only a receiver 
of stolen property, without previous participa- 
tion in the robbery, they should not convict 
him even of stealing fom the Provincial 
Bank, still less of the constructive robbery 
of the Hibernian Bank. 

The Court was of the opinion that the jury 
did ne: receive such instructions in the case 
of Patrick Kelly as would enable them to 
appreciate the bearing of the evidence upon 
the charge, and that the conviction in his 
case must be set aside. 
There was no ground for interfering with 
the verdict against Charles Flood or Thomas 
Treanor, and the appeals by them were dis- 
missed. The appeals by Bernard Treanor and 
Patrick Kelly were allowed, and the verdicts 
and judgments against them were reversed. 
In the case of the other two appellants, the 
verdicts and judgments were affirmed. 
Mr. Black asked that costs be allowed in 
the case of Bernard Treanor and Patrick 
Kelly 
Mr. Costello submitted that the present 
was not a case in which costs: should be 
allowed. It might have the effect of casting 
a reflection on the manner in which the 
proceedings at the trial were conducted.
